Boston, April 8.—~The first genernl meeting and
banquet of the newly-organized Republican Club  of
Massachuseits oceurred this evenlng In Music Hall,
and was an unqualified success,  More ihan 800
men  ocoupled seats at the tables, whille the bal-
conles werp fllled withi women and men, friends of
the members. The ¢lub was Inauguraied at a time
when the party might reasonably be ed to have
been dopressed and weakened, if not disheartened, by
anexpected and severe defcat. 16 was when first
srganized also handicapped by suspiclon on the part
»f many old I'ne Republicans that the young men who
aad faken the helm wers setting sail on a course lead-
Ing dangerously near to a Mugwomp reef, and some
of the hitherto aclive Republicans for a few weeks
hesitated befors lending their names and countenance
to the new movement, Fut It soon became apparent
that ths motive behind ills vigorous child of the
‘party was entlrely uiiséllish and patriotic; that there
was no purpose or wish in the heart of ite promoters to
go over to the enemy. Even the fricnds and sponsors
dared not predict such a splendid achievement In so
short a period. It hns to-day been . organized less
than three months, and it has on Its membership rolls
more than 1,000 plcked men, representative of the
best elemeni of the Republican perty In the old Day
Stats. The business meeting of the club was held
from 4 to 6 o'clock thls afterncon. At this meeting
the report of the Execcutive Committee was read.
The report briefly referred to the clre at-
thg birth of the new club and to its prompt
entrance upon the campalgn agalust free col , and
the advocacy of Civil Service Reform principles. The
peport urges upon members of the club the im-
portance of prompi and encrgetio worle in the next
State eampaign, which mmst ba largely ons of educa-
tlon, involving serious discu3sion of the most Im-
portant State ssues,

At about 6:15 the members of the club procesded
to the hall, each wearlng n Ladge In the ehape of n
minjatnre copy of the Stars and Siripes. The Cadet
Orchestra was stutioned in the front balcony and enter-
talned the company fduring the dinner, The hour for
the dinner was named at 5:30, und promptly at 555

Boston, April 8 (Special),—Secretary Tracy arrived In
this city this morning at 6 o'clock and al once went
to the Parker House, where he brealifasted In o quist
and informal manner, He was accompanled on his
journey by Captain Willinm 8. Cowles, commander of
the United States steamer Despateh, who will remain
with him during his visit to Boston, The Secretary’s
son Frank came on from New-York last night and se
cured o sulte of rooms nt the Parker Houss In an-
ticipation of lis father's arrival, Just before leaving
Washington, at 115 o'clock yesterday afterfioon, HEeve-
tary Tracy was selzed with an atisck of bronehitls,
whiclh made necessary the services of a physiclan this
morulng.  Although no serlous result Is feared, he feld
the necessity for rest and qulet, and therefore remained
in s room duving the day, declining an Invitation to
a lunchieon. This precaution was considered all the
more necossary because of his engazement to address
the Repuilican Club this evening, being the prineipal
guest at Its banguet in Musio HHall During the day
he was the reelplent of many calls from State, Army
and Navy officlals.

A CENTURY OF PATENTS.

THE CENTENNIAL OPENED BY PRESIDENT
HARRISON.

MANY WELLKNOWN INVENTORS AND MANU-
FACTURERS PRESENT-INTERESTING AD-
DRESSES DY COMMISSIONER MITCHELL,
SENATOR PLATT, SENATOR DANIEL
AND CTHERS,

Washinglon, April &—There were anywhere from
800 o 1,000 people In the Acndemy of Musie, com-
monly known as Lincoln Hall, when President Har-
rlson formally opened the contennjal eolebration of
the pasage of the Jaw which Is the foundation of the
Ameriean patent svalem, But while not great In
pumbers, it was a highly representative audlenes, from
the view of the inventor and the manufsctarer of
patented articles. There wert mauy people  from
distant polnls present, including o liberal representa-
tlon of women., About £30 scason tlekets hud been
sold o non-residents, embracing every part of the
country, who ars elther inventors, manufacturers o
pistent lnwyers : and nearly every Ucket was represented
by two or more persons.

The President appeared on the stage in a sult of
black dingonad, with double-breasted frock cont and
zloves of a dark brown shade, He was grectad warmly
Ly the assemblage, and when John Lynch, ex<Lon-
gressman from Malne, as chalrman of the executive
committes of the Patent Centennlal, lrought him
formaily before tho meeting, he proceeded with clear-
ness and brevity to state the proposition, with some
proliminary detall, that elvilization had talien a great
step forward when It came {o recogulze by law the
frult of the mind ns property, This sentiment was ap-
plauded with great vigor. The President added that
ihis recognition was distinetively the feature of the
patent system of the Unlted States. Then, with two
or three further observatlons In this lne, the spealier
declared the opening of the celeb

After the prayer which followed, the Prosident ex-
cused himself to the sudience on the ground of urgent
public business awaiting his attentlon, and he ecalled
upon Secretary Noble to preside in his placo.

Tho essny reading then began, Hefore it was
ended nl balf-past 5 o'clock, Mr. Mitchell, the Com-
missioner of Patentz; Mr. Wright, the Commissloner of
Labor; Justice” Blatehford and Robert S, Taylor, of
Indliann, had edified the assembinge with learned dis-
cussions of the henefits of protected Inventlon to
clvilization, and Senator Platt, of Connectiont, a lead-
ing member of the Senate Committee on Patents, had
{aikel extemporaneously and most Interestingly on
tho same subject.

Al the night meeting there was an Incrensed at-
tendanee, ani two addresses of striking Interest were
mado by Senutor John W. Danlel, of Virginia, and Mr.
Willits, the Asslstant Secretary of Agriculture.

To-morrow there will again be two sittings of the
congross.  The day session will be presided over by
Frederick Fraley, president of the Natlonal Doard of
Trade, and of the Amerlean Philosophienl socloty. At
night Professor 8, P, Langley, scoretury of the smiti-
sonlaa Institution, will preside,  Many papers will
bo read,

Filday, the contennial anniversary of the signing of
the patent Inw by President Washingion, will be tho
day of greatest popnlar Interest, The venerable Dr.
Toner, who I5 now engaged upon a new life of Wash-
ington, 1s to deliver at Mount Vernon, whither the
congress nnd many invited fricnds see to be curried by
steatners, an addreess upon * Washington as an Inventor
and Promoler of Improvements.”

Commissioner Mitehell had for his theme “The

iventions and enabled fventors o make thelr efforts
frultful and saved them from the folly of misdivected

Justiee Blatchford, who Is recomnized as the Patent
expert on the bench of the Unlted States Supreme
Conrt, spoke on “A Century of Patent Law.”

THE AMERICAN SYSTEM.

ITS GROWTH IN ONE HUNDRED YEARS.

AN ALMOST INCREDIBLE NUMBER OF PATEXNTS
—~THE ORIGIN OF THE NICKELIN-THE-
BLOT MACHINE—A COMPARISON WITH

METHODS 1IN OTHER COUNTRIES.
(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE THIBUNE.]

Washington, April B—Up to March 31, 1801,
and slnce 1837, 444,852 patents had  been Is-
susd from the Patent Office; and prior to that time
ahout 10,000 hoad been lssued without being numbered
as by the present method. Of this vast number of
patents probably belween one-lalf and two-thirds are
live patents to-dsy. The fertility of the American
inventor is almost ineredible and, wers the flgures not
present (o speak for themselves, there would be moany
doubting Thomases. It s stiil difieal: to compreliend
in =pite of the figures that It Is possibls for 4,810
patentable combiuations to exlit In dovices for conpling
rallway ears: that there can be 440 dbslinet patent-
ablo coffins and aftachments, or that there can be
3768 kinds of padiocks. The recods of the
Patent Ofics show 105 different noveltles in walk-
ing sticks and 44  different  combluations ol
“eana and nmbrella in one.” In gmin binders there
hns been sueh groat actlvity that there are 1,160 pat-
ents “or, them, while another ald to the farmor, the
hartow, has 1,300 palents to show In how many ways
clods can be erushoed.  The buck-breuking work of dig-
gog potatoes 1s made easy by 651 differnt devices
to do It mechanieally, and there are 241 devices to
shop up cornstalks and fodder, The tiller of tha sotl
whio purchases commercial fortilizers pays royalty on
one or more of the 334 patents In that line, while he
may take hls clioleo from 307 different sovts of hoes.

Female wearing apparel I8 extensively protected un-
der the palent system, There are 200 bustle patents,
515 on corsots, 149 on hoop-skirts, 280 on slays, g1
on underwalsts, and so on through the lst.

The number of patonts to date on cleetrical
devices Is 10,704, and  In clectr nghting
alone there  are 2,148, The blcyela patenis
number 1,065, and  there are G356 patentable

devices In so simple an atticle as the horse <hoe. 1n
sewing machines and thelr attachmenis there am 6,750
patents to date, and the Inter's ark ls exemplified
in 4,733 patents. There are 185 patents on type-
setting and distributing davices, and 633 on typewriting
machines. There are forty-one ilmerent  kinds of
printers’ composing stiolis, and 106 In nutomatle ml-
dressling machines. For elsvators or lifts there are
avor 1,000, and there Is about the same number un
what 18 known technically In the Patent (flice as
“glore service.” This includes the ingenious devices
In use in all large stores for sending money to the
cushler and ‘for getting back the chauge. There has
beon lately great inventive activity in * nlekel-ln-the-
slot® devices, ihiere having been nearly 400 patents
Issued during the last four years. Mr. Anghintaugh,
the examinee In charge of this class of cases, says thnt
the principle of the piekel-it-the-slot machine Ims
been traced back to 400 yews before tho Chnstian
ord. It has been proved coneluslvely, o says, that
the BePptian priests employed this method of obtaln-
ing money from the salo of the lustral or Loly water;
but they kept the constrnction of the deviee for deeling
out the oly water o profound secrel, and It was looked
upon with supersiitious awe by the barbarian woo-
shippers, as something possessing divige attributes,
Mr. Aughinbaugh also says that the eoln-controlied
phcoograph Is the anly form in which the phonograph
has pald.  There nre threée patents out on thus mothxd
of utilizing the marvel of fnventive marvels.

Tho extent to which American women have becoms
successful inventors, as shown by the reoords of the
Patent Office, Is rather surprising.  The firsl woman's
invention was that of the revolving lce-coeum frecaur
by Mis, Nuncy M. Johnson, in 1543, Mrs, Johnsou's
lea has nob been matertally lmproved upoi sine,
and It wos certaluly o @eat advance ou the olt
methed of making lceccream with a flat dish and a
spoon.  The first colored woman (o take oul o fratent
in the United States woas Lilen Eglin, of Washingion,
In 1854 It was for a clothes wringer, and sho sold
it to w patent sgent for Sia; and the {nvention is now
sald 1o Lo producing for its owuer a handsomy lneome.

It 18 maintalned that Whitney's great inventlon of
the  colion Ein wins  the ldea, originally,
o the wifs of General Nathanlel  Greene,
of Rhode Island, who concelved It while observing the
process of separafing colton on her piantaidon In
tieorgin. 1t Is related that she pecmitied Whitney to
take ont the patent, beeauss, should It be issued in
lher own name, hor high soclal position would thereby
be Impadred.

Woman's Inventions embrace almost every con-
celvable form of device, They number to date, os
negtly as con be aszertalnod from the records, 1,750,
There are deabtless many more patents which have
been fssued to women under the iaitials of their
Cheislan numes, so that thelr sex was not made ap-
parent,

In conversation with the writer today, Caplain
Walluea Bartlett, who has had many years' experience
in the development of Inventions, Loth us an oiicial
examiner and o an fnveotor, sald: “1 supposs thers
may be 4,000 people now living in the Unlted States
who, at sbhinp tme or other, made patenable inven:
llons: but probably 5,000 would cover the number
who make & business of Inventing. Yes, It Is a
business, and a professtonal inventor will tuen you oul
something protly practieal In almost any line yon
wish, It you will fool the bills. I msy not be the
best, bing It will be o start,  loventors are Independent
thinkers and parely pull together. 1f they can effeck
an organlzstion 16 may do them some good.
